More reviews 
into handling 
of sex-assault 
cases launched 

Reviews are underway into 
how two Alberta provincial 
judges handled recent sex¬ 
ual-assault cases, but their 
conduct is being dissected 
behind closed doors. 

One case centres on Jus¬ 
tice Pat Mcllhargey's June 
2015 acquittal of a 16-year- 
old boy accused of raping a 
13-year-old girl in a park. 
Last month, in ordering a 
new r trial, a Court of Queen's 
Bench judge said Mcllhargey 
allowed "unexplained myths 
and stereotypes to enter his 
assessment of the complain¬ 
ant's credibil ity." 

In his decision, Mcllhargey 
said the complainant didn't 
scream, run for help, confide 
in friends or family or show 
any change in her demeanour. 


In the second case. Judge 
Michael Savaryn acquitted 
a 15-year-old boy of allega¬ 
tions that he grabbed the 
breasts and buttocks of a girl, 
also 15, in a high-school hall¬ 
way and tried to kiss hen In 
his decision, Savaryn said 
the complainant did not do 
enough to communicate that 
the boy's advances made her 
uncomfortable. 

In July, the acquittal was 
overturned by a higher court 
judge. The boy was convicted 
and awaits sentencing. 

Ron Hewitt, executive dir¬ 
ector of the Provincial Court 
of Alberta, said Thursday 
that Chief Judge Terrence 
Matchett is reviewing how 
the judges handled the cases 
but he declined to elaborate. 

The reviews come after 
a high-profile disciplinary 
hearing fnr Robin Camp, a 
former Alberta provincial 
court judge, who asked a 
sex-assault complainant why 
she didn't keep her knees 
together,

Stephanie Shostak has spent 
the kist year working to undo 
the male speech patterns she 
learned over a lifetime. 

Tve always known that men 
and women express themselves 
differently," Shostak said. “It's 
not just pitch, because anybody 
am raise the pitch of their voice." 

Shostak is transgender, and 
last October, she started working 
with speech language patholo¬ 
gist Teresa Hardy on a crucial 
yet rarely discussed pail of her 
transition: matching her voice 
to her female identity. 

“You have to have the proper 
intonation, and it’s not even just 
about the voice that's coming 
out of your mouth; it’s about 
the gestures that you use when 
you’re speaking." 

Hardy is also a PhD student 
in rehabilitation medicine at 
the University oFAIbeita and 
has started a new study exam¬ 
ining the different ways speech 
is perceived as either "male* or 
“female. 1 ’ 

fitch may be determined by 
anatomy. Hardy said, but there 


are a range of subtle cues embed¬ 
ded in kinguage that we pick up 
on and use to make assumptions 
about gender. 

The studv will tease out dif- 

ir 

fenences in vocabulary, expres¬ 
sion and tone. 

Hardy said a common t heme 
with her clients is they want the 
way they express themselves to 
match the way they feel. 

Transgender people still face 
barriers when it comes to em¬ 
ployment, education and even 


health care. Hardy said. 

She added her work helps cli¬ 
ents live the life they want but 
also ensures they’re not outed 
when they don’t want to be. 

Hardy is now recruiting trans- 
gender women Eo participate. 
Participants will be recorded as 
they retell a story, but motion- 
capture technology will be used 
to record them as moving stick 
figures, so their faces won’t be 
shown. Other participants will 
later be asked to answer ques¬ 


tions about the recordings. 

Shostak, who’s part of the 
study, points out Hardy is the 
only publicly funded speech Lan¬ 
guage pathologist working with 
the transgender community in 
Edmonton. People wait up to a 
year to see her. 

“In a way it's astonishing be¬ 


cause we need more health-care 
professionals working in this 
field," Shostak said. 

She added that speaking in a 
way reflective of one's true self 
avoids the embarrassment of 
people mistaking gender. 

“Wouldn’t anyone want their 
voice to match their identity?”

Linder says it was ridiculous he 
was asked to lose his hat because 
it “could offend some people.”

“I'm 
no longer going to be wearing 
Ehe hat, to keep the peace. But 
I’m going to talk to facility and 
spread the word. 1 don’t want 
any other student harassed for 
what they want to wear or for 
their political beliefs.”

McCann family finds : 
reliefin guilty verdict

But son still 
has questions 
for murderer 
Travis Vader 

The son of an Alberta couple 
who disappeared while driving 
to a camping trip with family 
more than six years ago said 
Thursday that a murder verdict 
in their deaths is a huge relief 
to the family, 

But while the agonizing wait 
for the judge's decision is over, 
questions about how Lyle and 
Marie McCann died remain. 

"We don't know exactly what 
happened on that afternoon ... 
and probably never will,* Bret 
McCann said outside court after 
Travis Vader was found guilty of 
second-degree murder. 

“The convicted person will 
need to talk and we're not opti¬ 
mistic that wilt happen.” 

He recalled promising years 
ago that the family would never 
stop looking for the McCanns, 
but on Thursday he admitted 
the search was over. 

“I have 1 to stand down. I'm 


sorry, mum and dad. 1 can do 
no more. J hope that some day, 
somehow you will be found. 1 
take joy In the legacy you have 
left behind. 

" Our memory of you will List 
forever.” 

Queen's Bench Justice Denny 
Thomas said there was no rea¬ 
sonable doubt that Vader killed 
the McCanns during a robbery, 
but there was nothing to suggest 
he planned to do so. 

Thomas said Vader was a 
desperate drug dealer who was 
addicted to meth and had no 
money or food when he crossed 
paths with the couple west of 
Edmonton on July 3. 2010. 

T cannot conclude beyond a 
reasonable doubt that Mr. Vader 
killed the McCanns in a planned 
and deliberate manner," Thomas 
said in a decision that was broad¬ 
cast live from court. 

"The killing of the McCanns 
wits not a first-degree murder. 
It is therefore a second-degree 
murder." 

Vader, dressed in a suit and 
white shirt, clenched his hands 
together when the verdict was 
read and briefly glanced at his 
lawyer, Brian Beresh. 

Members of the McCann 


family gasped. Bret McCann sat 
in the hunt row of the courtHJom 
between his daughter, who put 
her arm around her dad, and 
his wife MiiryAnn, who had her 
head on his shoulder. 

When the judge left the court¬ 
room. McCann beamed a big 
smile as his family and friends 
hugged each other and cried. 

Thomas also rejected a Crown 
scenario in which Vader killed 
one of the McCanns during the 
robbery and then lolled the other 
to eliminate a witness. The jus¬ 


tice said there were other possi¬ 
bilities as to how the couple died. 

The conviction carries an 
automatic life sentence, but a 
sentencing hearing still needs 
to be held to determine Vader's 
parole eligibility. Thomas said he 
would set a date for that hear¬ 
ing on Oct. 3. 

T he bodies of the McCanns, 
who were both in their late 70s, 


have never been found, but Vad¬ 
er's DMA and a frngeiprint were 
found in their SUV. The vehicle 
and the couple's burned-out mo¬ 
tor home were discovered days 
after the seniors vanished. 

“The McCanns and their prop¬ 
erty were likely nothing more 
than a target of opportunity — 
an opportunity that Mr. Vader 
took,” Thomas said. 

Beresh said his client will 
appeal the verdict. He said 
the judge appears to have con¬ 
structed his own version of what 


happened based on circumstan¬ 
tial evidence. 

“We want to review the deci¬ 
sion." Beresh said. “There will 
be an appeal based upon what 
we think are errors in the judg¬ 
ment." 

The prosecution called for¬ 
ensic evidence suggesting Vad¬ 
er's L>M A and a fingeiprint were 
found on several items key to the 


case, including a can of Boxer !! 
beer found in the SUV the Me- ! 
Canns had been towing. The ; 
defence argued that only proved : 
Vader had "incidental contact” 
with the vehicle. 

The defence suggested a friend ! 
ofVader's who died five years ago ! 
might have killed the McCanns. 

Crown prosecutor Ashley Fin- ! 
layson said he was pleased with ! 
the verdict in what he called a i 
long and difficult case. 

Fin layson said in the end ! 
Thomas accepted the Crown's ; 
theories based on DMA and cell- ! 
phone evidence and witness testi- 1 
mony. ! 

“Because It was a circumstan- I 
tial case, it was very important 
that those little bits of evidence ! 
be accepted ... to complete the ! 
picture — it is almost like a jig- ! 
saw puzzle," he said. 

Bret McCann said his parents ' 
were kindred spirits, who were ! 
married in 1952. loved being ! 
together and had a happy life 1 
that ended too early. 

“It is so, so sad that my par- ! 
ents didn't live to fully enjoy i 
their golden years, did not Live to ! 
enjoy their great-grandchildren, i 

“They and us were robbed of 1

Expert’s 

doubts 

At least one legal scholar sax's 
a judicial oversight may invali¬ 
date the verdict that found an 
Alberta man guilty of second- 
degree murder. 

Travis Vader was convicted 
Thursday in the deaths of sen iors 
Lyle and Marie McCann, a case 
that bedevilled police, haunted 
the victim's family and fascin¬ 
ated the public since the couple's 
bumedout RV was fejund in 2010. 

But I'eter Sankoff, a University 
of Alberta law professor who spe¬ 
cializes in legal issues in criminal 
trials, said Queen's Bench Justice 
Denny Thomas used an invalid 
section of the Criminal Code in 
his decision. 

“I'm pretty confident that the 
ruling can't stand." Sankoff said. 

He noted that Thomas used 
Section 230 of the Criminal Code 
in his written judgment con¬ 
victing Vader. Thomas referred 
explicitly to that section in find¬ 
ing Vader guilty of second-degree 
murder. 

“When (Thomas) relies on Sec¬ 
tion 230 to convict, he can’t do 
that. Section 230 doesn't exist.” 

T he section allows for a mur¬ 
der verdict if a wrongful death 
occurs during the commission of 
another crime, such as robbery. 

However, Section 230 was 
found unconstitutional in 1990 
by the Supreme Court. 

The revised definition of mur¬ 
der states a killing must be in¬ 
tended in order to be murder, 
which the Crowm was unable 
to prove against Vader. 

“The Supreme Court's been 
very clear," said Sankoff. 

“You must have an intention 
to cause death to be guilty of 
murder. There’s no finding that 
Vader ever intended to cause 
death.” 

Although Section 230 has not 
been in force for 26 years, it has 
never been repealed and still 
remains in the Criminal Code. 
Sankoff suggests Thomas erred. 

“It's very easy to get things 
wrong, because, you know r . you 
forget. (The section] is sitting 
there.” 

Defence lawyer Brian Beresh 
said he noticed the issue as well. 

“We're most disappointed 
with that, and it's likely that we 
will file a notice of appeal tomor¬ 
row' on that basis," he said. “It 
may be that the defence will ask 
for a mistrial.” the Canadian press.

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Aid pledge in push 
for renewable goal 


Alberta will offer financial aid 
to renewable power projects 
worth SI0.5 billion to achieve 
its goal of having 30 per cent of 
its power come from renewable 
sources by 2030, Environment 
Mi nister Sha nnon Phillips an¬ 
nounced Wednesday. 

She said the province must 
add 5.000 megawatts of elec¬ 
tricity generating capacity from 
wind, solar and hydro 
projects to fill the gap 
as caal-fired genera¬ 
tion is eliminated. 

However the cost 
isn’t known yet, she 
said, nor are details 
of how new projects 
will be selected, the 
province intends to 
screen requests for 
support from private 
developers through 
an auction, but Phil¬ 
lips said the details 
won't be announced until Nov¬ 
ember. 

Its goal is to provide the most 
certainty in terms of the support 
from the people of Alberta and 
at the lowest cost* she said. 

About half of Alberta’s power 
came from coal-fired plants in 
2015. Alberta Energy estimates 
that as of June, about 39 per 
cent of the provincial capacity 
of 15,300 MW came from coal 
and 44 per cent from natural 


gas. Phillips said Alberta expects 
about 70 per cent in 2030 will 
be generated by natural gas. 

Sana Hastings-Simons of the 
Pembina Institute environ¬ 
mental group said Alberta has 
chosen the right path to achieve 
a cleaner supply of electricity in 
the future. 

“1 think the clear commit¬ 
ment to the 30 per cent re Lie w- 
abtes is going to send 
a clear signal to in¬ 
vestors and provide 
the kind of certainty 
you need to see these 
billions of dollars of 
investment coming 
into the province," 
she said. 

In a report Wed- 
nesckty, Pembina es¬ 
timated that an ac¬ 
celerated phase-out 
of coal generation in 
Alberta could result in 
6DO fewer premature deaths, BOO 
fewer emergency room visits and 
save nearly $3 billion in socio¬ 
economic value of avoided health 
outcomes linked to coal pollution 
between 2015 and 2035. 

Phillips said she expects 
plenty of interest from the pri¬ 
vate sector to fuel a renewable 
energy building boom, judging 
from pr eliminar y filings with the 
Alberta Electric System Operator.

Residents in Chinatown are angry' 
about new parking restrictions 
that took effect with the open¬ 
ing of Rogers Place. 

The city imposed two-hour 
maximum parking — between 
97 Street and 96 Street and 107 
Avenue to 105 Avenue — be¬ 
tween 9a.m. and 11 p.m. in early 
September as the arena opened. 

But Georgina Fiddler said the 
change is aggravating because it 
didn't come with an exception 
for residents. 

“■You can't park near your 
house. You can't even have 
people over dinner, 1 ' she said. 

Shane Whrteley, who also lives 
in the area, said while residents 
have some access to back lanes, 
parking there makes vehicles less 
visible and easy targets. 

“Parking in the back lane in 
this neighbourhood is bad, be¬ 
cause there is vandalism, theft 
and break-ins. 11 he said. 

Whiteley said he doesn't 
understand why the city can Cof¬ 
fer an exemption for residents as 
it does in other neighbourhoods 
like the Gameau and around 
Commonwealth Stadium. 

Brian Murphy, Edmonton's 
general supervisor of street park¬ 
ing operations, said the changes 
were brought in because of Kog-

ers Place and the city consulted 
with the Chinatown Business 
Association about the new pick¬ 
ing rules. 

He said while there is not resi¬ 
dent exemption now, that could 
change — but the arena opening 
demanded action. 

“A residential parking pro¬ 
gram takes a lot more time to 
put in than simply restrictive 
parking on the street," he said. 

"It's a harsh line, but the city 
does not guarantee a parking 
spot for residents on the public 
road right away, but by apply¬ 
ing the two-hour restriction we 
are guaranteeing they will find 
a spot." 

Fiddler said she feels the 


change is the latest sign the city 
doesn't think about the residents 
who live in Chinatown. 

She said the concentration in 
Chinatown of services for vulner¬ 
able people is a problem and resi¬ 
dents feel they aren't considered 
when the city makes decisions. 

“How much more ate we ex¬ 
pected to have to have shoved 
down our throats?”

An Edmonton-area pastor has 
until Friday to show how the 
two religious schools he oper¬ 
ates fall in line with new prov¬ 
incial LG BTQh guidelines. 

And Education Minister 
David Eggen is warning him 
there will be 
consequences 
if he doesn’t. 

Eggen sent 
a letter to Pas¬ 
tor Brian Cold- 
well, who's also 
chair of the In¬ 
dependent Bap¬ 
tist Christian 
Education So¬ 
ciety. demand¬ 
ing to see school 
policies that could assure him 
that Col dwell has commit¬ 
ted to follow the provincial 
legislation. 

The society runs two 
schools in Parkland County 
— and Col dwell has said the 
government is imposing a 
position on the school that's 
inconsistent with his faith. 

Eggen said he doesn't know 


what Col dwell will do on Fri¬ 
day. 

"School boards across the 
province have been so co¬ 
operative in working with us 
collaboratevely that this is an 
outlier. I really don't know 
what to expect." 

The minister said Cold- 
weir s comments have been 
damaging and suggest that he 
is ignoring school legislation. 

“It's unfortunate, because 
not only has he been very 
vocal about flouting the law, 
(but) by broadcasting that to 
the province he has pushed 
that conversation back." 

The private schools Cold- 
well operates receive sig¬ 
nificant public 
funding and 
have about 200 
students in 
total,. 

Eggen said 
the province 
could cut the 
school's fund¬ 
ing, but is 
hoping to avoid 
taking drastic 
measures that 
could affect students. 

"The government of Alberta 
has a lot of options available 
to ns, in terms of funding, in 
terms of registering an entity 
as a school and other options 
as well,” he said. 

“I am just hoping reason 
will prevail, because the 
stakes are high."

The owner of a Red Deer diner 
admits it was a mistake to pLit 
up a sign that some passersby 
deemed homophobic and trans- 
phobic. 

Scott Shaw put up the sign 
Wednesday night, reading, “its 
(sic) Adam and Eve not Adam and 
Steve! Pick awash room." Lproar 
hit the diner's Facebook page 


within hours, and Shaw took 
the sign down in the morning. 

“1 didn't mean it to hurt 
people that are already hurt¬ 
ing." he told Metro Thursday. 

“1 did something that was 
inappropriate. I admit it 100 
per cent." 

Shaw said the diner tries to 
use humour in its signs, and the 
one that went up Wednesday was 
spurred from a discussion about 
gender-neutral washrooms and 
the possibility of his diner be 
ing pressured to put in another 


washroom. 

He said he is not homophobic, 
transphobic, or religioits. ihaw 
said he is fully aware that be¬ 
ing gay or transgender is not a 
choice someone makes. 

“The comment was ... it 
doesn't matter if w r eTe put¬ 
ting another washroom in. It 
doesn't matter if you’re a man 
in a woman’s body, you can use 
the washroom you want," 1 he 
said. “It’s table talk. This went 
too far. The more I say, the stu¬ 
pider I look about it." 


Shaw posted a brief apology 
on Facebook and the diner's 
account w r as later deleted. '1 he 
discussion also Bonded onto Twit¬ 
ter, with many users suggesting 
Shaw r is a bigot. 

Shaw said he intends to speak 
with a local LGBTt^ group and 
apologize directly to those who 
were offended, rather than fuel¬ 
ling more commentary on so¬ 
cial media. 

"'They're the ones that can 
make a judgment if I’m sincere 
or not," he said.

Mayor defends

Mayor Don Iveson says Rogers 
Place was built in the location 
that had the most potential to 
revitalize downtown. 

Iveson’s comments come 
after an exclusive report from 
Metro Wednesday, which re¬ 
vealed a consultant hired to rate 
arena locations in ZOOS ranked 
three other spots higher than 
the current Rogers Place site. 

Architecture firm H0K wrote 
the report, though it was with¬ 
held from the Edmonton public 
for eight years, before being 
released this week. 

That report identified a site 
on 106 Street near Jasper Av¬ 
enue. as well as two sites in 
the Quarters, as having belter 
potential for an arena. 

It also said the current Rog¬ 
ers Place site came with an in¬ 
creased cost to cross 1CH Avenue 
— which, ultimately, became 
the multi-million dollar Winter- 
garden. 

Iveson, who was a council¬ 
lor at the time the report was 
submitted to council, said till 
potent ial sites for the new arena 
came with trade-offs. 

“'Bach one of them had differ¬ 
ent challenges. So, for example, 
any of the other sites would 
have required land assembly 
from multiple owners. " he said. 

Iveson said the Wintergarden 


was an added cost — it e nded 
up costing S56.S-million, with 
the city paying £25.1 million 
— but believes Edmontonians 
are embracing it.

Iveson also said the multiple 
land owners challenge at other 
sites would have lead to difficult 
and expensive negotiations.

The Crown says a Calgary 
teen who died of starvation 
and untreated diabetes was 
doomed and trapped by the 
"two people with the power 
to save him.'" 

""What little life he was al¬ 
lowed in the end was marked 
by pain, by sickness and by a 
profound loneliness that must 
tome from knowing the world 
is not for you r H Crown prosecu¬ 
tor kusan Pepper said Thurs¬ 
day at the first-degree murder 
trial of the teen’s parents. 


Emil Radita, 59, and his 
54-year-old wife, Rodica. have 
pleaded not guilty to first- 
degree murder in the 2013 
death of 15-year-old Alexan¬ 
dra. The teen, who was one 
of eight children, weighed 
just 37 pounds when he died. 

Pepper said the Raditas, 
who refused to accept that 
Aiexandru had diabetes, 
fEtiled to provide regular in¬ 
sulin injections* regular nu¬ 
trition. regular medical care 
and critical medical care for 


thei r son, 

“Alexandra could live but 
only if he could live without 
insulin. Alex could no more 
live without insulin, than he 
could live without a heart,' H 
Pepper said. 

The boy was found horribly 
emaciated and wearing a dia¬ 
per in his parents room when 
911 was called. He had no 
body fat and several sores on 
his body, including one that 
dissolved the soft tissue on 
his neck. 


“He was as dependent as 
an infant in the end, with no 
one in the world outside of 
the family. His parents were 
the sole keepers of his life, 1 " 
she said. 

“And they withheld that life 
by denying him insulin, food 
and medical care. In so doing, 
their actions were a substan¬ 
tial cause of his death." 

Closing arguments are to 
wrap up Friday with a rebut¬ 
tal by the defence.

When you're a student, stinting 
a new grade means new school 
supplies and a fresh start. 

But when you're a teacher it's 
that — plus a small mountain of 
paperwork. 

A new app is aiming to pro¬ 
vide teachers help with that 
mountain, 

“A change in grade is exciting 
but it celu be super overwhelming 
because of all of the work that 
goes into it," said elementary 
teacher Cheryl Lyster of the les¬ 
son-planning. worksheet-making 
and test-prepping required to 
pnepiue for the first day of schooL 

If it's a grade they haven't 
taught before, it's even more 
intense. 

That's why she joined with 
fellow teachers Sheldon Durst- 
ling and .Angie Barron to cre¬ 
ate Ninja Plans, a one-stop on- 
line-shop for teachers looking 
to share. 

Launched List November, the 
Alberta-wide site allows teachers 
to bot b upload and download re¬ 
sources for their class room. And 
it’s proving popular— not only 
has the site weathered its first 
hark to school season but down¬ 


loads hiive increased 400 percent 
since January, Lyster said. 

The site now has 3.50Q regis¬ 
tered users and has had a quarter 
million page views. 

While teachers have long 
relied on friends or seasoned 
colleagues for help with class¬ 
room prep, Lyster said the app 
takes it to the next level. 

She described it as harness¬ 
ing the work of el community 
to give students the best educa¬ 
tion possible. 

“Ultimately you're in the in¬ 
dustry to help children, to help 
students. Something I maybe 
spent hours and horn's on will 
help another educator, but it will 
also help hundreds and hundreds 
of students," she said. 

There's also a community sec¬ 
tion wiaere teachers can chat 
about ideas for lesson planning 
or classroom activities. 

The idea grew out of the net¬ 
work of bacebook groups and 
Google docs that teachers used 
to share pLms for years, but that 
eventually got too big Emd un¬ 
wieldy to manage.

Candidate

Back an Che campaign trail, a 
reflective Hillary Clinton said 
Thursday her three-day, doctor- 
mandated break gave her new 
perspective on why she's run¬ 
ning to be president. She vowed 
to close her campaign against 
Donald frump by giving Amer¬ 
icans “something to vote for. not 
just against” 

ClinEon made no apologies for 
keeping her pneumonia diagno¬ 
sis from Ehe public until a video 
emerged showing her stumbling 
and being supported by aides. 
She also repeatedly sidestepped 
questions about when her run¬ 
ning mate Tim Kaine was in¬ 
formed. 

An up beat Clinton walked on- 
stELge at a rally in North Carolina 
to James Brown’s song, “I feel 
good." She said that while sitting 
at home this week was “pretty 
much the last place I wanted to 
her the time helped clarify how 
she wants to close her campaign 
against frump. 

"We're offering ideas, not in¬ 
sults," she said in a jab at Trump. 
“A plan that will make a real 
difference in people's lives, not 
prejudice and paranoia.” 

The rally marked Clinton’s 
First public appearance since 
Sunday when she abruptly left 
a 9/11 memorial service after 
getting dizzy and dehydrated. 
She had been dkignosed with 


pneumonia Friday, but the cam¬ 
paign infbnned the public only 
after the video of an ill Clinton 
emerged. 

The incident prompted fresh 
questions about both candidates' 
openness regarding their health. 
Thimp releEised a new letter from 
his doctor Thursday detailing 
his blood pressure, cholesterol 
and medications, one day after 
Clinton made public a letter from 
her physician with similar infor¬ 
mation. Both candidates' doc¬ 
tors declared them fit to serve 
as president 

Tiump’s letter said the Repub¬ 
lican is ft feet 3 inches and 236 
pounds — giving him a body 
mass index frilling into the '‘over¬ 
weight” range. The 70-year-old 
has blood pressure of 116 over 
70, and his total cholesterol is 
169, his doctor says. 

Clinton, 68. has blood pres¬ 
sure of 100 over 70, and her total 
cholesterol is 189, according to 
her doctor. Her letter made no 
mention of her weight, a key 
part of a medical exam, nor did 
a similar Letter released Last year.

Arctic sea ice this summer 
shrank to its second-lowest level 
since scientists started to mon¬ 
itor it by satellite, with scientists 
saying it is another ominous 
signal of global warming. 

The Nationti] Snow and Ice 
Data Center in Colorado said 
the sea ice reached its summer 
kuw point on Saturday extending 
4.14 million square kilometres. 
That’s behind only the mark 
set in 2012. 3.39 million square 
kilometres. 

Centre director Mark Serreze 
said this year's level technically 
was 10,000 square kilometres 
less thELn20D7, but thsit's so dose 
the two years are essentially tied. 

Even though this year didn’t 
set a record, "we have reinforced 
the overall downward trend. 
There is no evidence of recov¬ 
ery here.'* Serreze said. “WeVe 


always known that the Arctic 
is going to be the early warn¬ 
ing system for climate change. 
What we’ve seen this year is 
reinforcing that.” 

Ibis year’s minimum level is 
nearly 2.56 million square kilo¬ 
metres sniEiller than the 1979 
to 2000 average. That's the size 
of Alaska and Texas combined. 

"It’s a tremendous loss that 
we’re looking at here,” Serreze 
said. 

it was an unusual year for 
sea ice in the Arctic, Serreze 
said. In the winter, levels were 
among their lowest ever for the 
cold season, but then there were 


more storms than usuel! over 
the Arctic during the summer. 
Those storms normally keep 
the Arctic cloudy and cooler, 
but that didn’t keep the sea ice 
from melting t his year, he said. 

“Summer weather pEittems 
don't matter as much as they 
used to. so we're kind of entering 
a new regime.” Serreze said. 

Serreze said he wouldn’t be 
surprised if the Arctic we is essen¬ 
tially ice free in the summer by 
2030, something that will affect 
intemationEil security. 

“The trend is dear and omin¬ 
ous, 1 ’ National Center for Atmos¬ 
pheric Research senior scien¬ 


tist Kevin Trenberth said in an 
email "This is indeed why the 
polar bear is a poster child for 
human-induced climate change, 
but the effects are not just in 
the Arctic.” 

One recent theory divides 
climate scientists: Melting sea 
ice in the Arctic may change 
the jet stream and weather fur¬ 
ther south, especially in winter. 

“What happens in the Arctic 
doesn't stay in the Arctic,” Penn¬ 
sylvania State University dimate 
scientist Michael Mann said.

The long-awaited Blair Witch 
Via'} ect follow-up doesn't 
have a theme song, but if 
it did I'd suggest Teddy Bear 
Picnic. In particular the line, 
"If you go out in the woods 
today you're in for a big sur¬ 
prise,'" because, boy, there are 
some shockers in the movie's 
dense woods. 

"When J saw our film J was 
scared/' says Corbin Eieid w r ho 
plays Ashley in Blair Witch, 
in theatres today. 

“I actually had chills," 
chimes in co-star Wes Rob¬ 
inson. “I thought that was 
tool because 1 don't think 
that's an easy feat for some¬ 
one who was there shooting 
it, w r ho read the script and 
knew everything that was 
going to happen. Li is the 
combination of the shots and 
the sound design and every¬ 
thing." 

Shot last year with the 
woods of Squamish, B.C., 
subbing in for the story’s 
haunted woods,, the movie 
follows James James Allen 
McCune) who was only four 
years old when his sister van¬ 
ished while making a 1991 
documentary about a witch 
said to haunt the Black Hills 
near Burkittsvilie, Maryland. 

James thinks his sister may 
still be alive. Cue the jump 
scares, red herrings, things 
that go bump in the woods 
and close-ups of scared young 
people. 

“Not to get too macabre," 
says Corbin, "but 1 think one 
of the reasons people are at¬ 
tracted to horror is because 
you're dealing with death in 
a safe space. 

“It is something unknown 


to everyone. We don't know 
what happens after we die, 
but ynu get this fictional 
setting that you can live it 
out in. 

"There is something about 
exposing yourself to your 
fears, if you can laugh at it 
or move through it, it forces 
you to deal with it. You be¬ 
come the master of it." 

Robinson praises director 
Adam Wingard’s skill at scare 
making. "Adam always gives 
you a real sense of security in 
his films. Then when you're 
not expecting it, he takes 
it away." 

"it gives you time to really 
sink into the psychological 
aspect of it," adds Corbin. 

"You establish the re¬ 
lationships, and then you 
have something to lose. It r s 
not just trick after trick 
after trick. That's the thing 
1 love about the filmmaking. 
It's not cheap. Everything 
is earned and everything is 
smart, it is thought out. 1 
think that's why there is such 
an effect." 

In Blair Witch, Wlngard 
does a good job with body 
horror — ick — and pri¬ 
mal fears of the dark, small 
spaces in the unknown. 

"Everyone's fear is repre¬ 
sented at some point in this 
movie," says Wes. 

Corbin and Wes spent two 
months in the woods shoot¬ 
ing and getting inside the 
new story, but how familiar 
were they with the 1999 film? 
Corbin was just eleven years 
old when the original movie 
caused a sensation but that 
didn’t stop her from trying 
to see it. 

“1 went with my sister and 
she didn't know it was rated 
K," she says. "She got in but 
my mom had to come pick 
me up." 

"1 actually saw it in the 
theatre," says Wes. 

“I was with a lot of adults. 
We went to see it and it 
traumatized me. It's weird 
where life takes you, though, 
because I had no idea when 
I watched it that I would do 
the sequel one day."

Room phenom

Roam star Jacob Tremblay 
returned Thursday to the 
star-packed film festival that 
launched his career, armed 
with a new tear-jerker drama 
and a handful of quips to 
charm a press conference. 

The Vancouver nine-year-old 
fielded questions alongside 
co-stars of his newest film. 
Burn Your Maps, which was 
making its world premiere 
at the Toronto International 
Film Festival, 

Tremblay plays a young Chi¬ 
cago boy who believes he is ac¬ 
tually a Mongolian goat herder. 

He said it was a fun film 
to make, noting it was shot 
in the rolling foothills of the 
Canadian Rockies, where he 
ran through fields with goats 
and rode around on a horse. 

"Goats are really cute, espe¬ 
cially the baby ones. But they 
do smell a little bit." Tremblay 
quipped to a chuckling audi¬ 
ence of journalists and festival 
staff. “I also had to learn to 
ride a horse without a saddle. 
If you do that it kind of hurts, 
if you know what I'm saying.” 

■Co-stars Vera Farmiga and 
Virginia Madsen had nothing 
but praise for the young star, 
who debuted last year in the 
captive thriller Room as a com¬ 
plete unknown.

“There was no acting going 
on at all, he was 100 per cent 
present in this imaginary scen¬ 
ario and it just flabbergasted 
me," said Roberts, screenwriter 
for the Oscar-winning animat¬ 
ed film Big Hero 6. 

It took a year to raise the 
money Roberts needed for the 
film, and when his first audi¬ 
tion tape for the youngest role 
arrived, it was another video 
of 1 re mb lay. 

“And it was again mind- 
boggling,” he said. “He was a 
year or so older, incredibly ma¬ 
ture. He made very powerful, 
strong choices. He has wonder¬ 
ful parents who obviously have 
something to do with what he 
does but when J saw his tape it 
was just staggeringly powerful 
again and completely honest." 

T he rest of the cast came 
together just as smoothly, Rob¬ 
erts said, although he set his 
eyes first on scoring Farmiga as 
a mother desperate to keep her 
crumbling marriage together. 

Farmiga said it was easy 
to bond with Jacob for their 
mother-son scenes: “He's a very 
savvy young actor. Very deep 
in touch with his emotions, 

“He has a unique relation¬ 
ship with his own mom which 
1 was able to witness on a daily 
basis and see how she is a part 
of his process. And 1 hung out 
with his mom and have worked 
with his sister so immediately 
there was a closeness." 

Roberts said Mongolia didn't 
have the infrastructure to aLlow 
the film to be shot in the east 
Asian country. He was pleas¬ 
antly surprised to find remark¬ 
able geographical similarities 
in Kananaskis. Alta. 

And when he learned that 
roughly 700 Mongolians live 
in Calgary — allowing him 
to cast real Mongolians — he 
was sold. 

Roberts stayed in Canada 
for post-production, spending 
five months in Toronto where 
he held several focus groups. 

“This film was made in Can¬ 
ada and Canada helped me 
make this film. It really genu¬ 
inely did." Roberts said.

United Kingdom.

Brie Larson has had an incred¬ 
ible 12 months since debuting 
Room at List year's Toronto Inter¬ 
national Film Festival 

Lor one. she beat the likes of 
Cate Elanchett and Jennifer Law¬ 
rence for the best actress Oscar. 

Now. the 26-vear-ok! starlet 
has no less than five highly-an¬ 
ticipated movies lined up (includ¬ 
ing the new Marvel superhero 
blockbuster Captain Marvel). 

Indeed, she has come a long 
way in a very short time period. 

“it's amazing being back 
with the year that I've had," 
stated Larson during a chat at 
the Intercontinental Hotel this 
past weekend to discuss her TIFF 
thriller free Fire. 

“There’s so many sensory 
memories that have been com¬ 
ing back to me. 

“J was here in this hotel doing

At that time, Larson was a 
hard-scrabble actress cutting 
her teeth since childhood in 
supporting parts in movies or 
TV — the most notable as a re¬ 
bellious daughter on Showtime’s 
short-lived series United States of 
Tara, Until Room, that is. 

Based on the smash novel by 
Emma Donoghue. it stunned the 
festival and shocked audiences 
into bestowing it the People’s 
Choice Award. 

"I still didn't know if people 
liked the movie." recalled Lar¬ 
son. 

"1 remember distinctly being 
back home and watching the 
awards ceremony on my cell 


phone for an hour, wringing 
my hands, waiting to see what 
would happen before we won 
the audience award — it was 
incredible." 

From there, the film's legacy 
is well-documented — an Os¬ 
car win for Larson with three 
other nominations including 
Best Picture. 

This year. Tree Fire is bu¬ 
rdened with none of the as¬ 
sumptions a follow-up feature 
starring an Os car-caliber star 
might carry. 

A violent comic-thriller about 
an arms deal-gone-wrong, it 
doesn’t aim for awards. 

Instead, the thriller was gifted 
the golden spot as the opening 
night film at Midnight Madness 
— TIFF's program for movies a 
bitoff the mainstream. 

"It's really cool," said Larson, 
the day after Tree hire’s pre¬ 
miere. 

“The Midnight Madness 
crowd seems like the type that 
are just so audible in their re 
actions (and) last night was im¬ 
mediately satisfying in the way 
that I imagine a stand-up comic 
feels at the end of a night, 

“You gauge it by the audience 
and their reaction and you could 
hear that they were in it.”

She didn’t win at the early 
awards show held this past week¬ 
end (the main Emmys bash is this 
Sunday) but she notes Fargo is die 
biggest show she's ever worked 
on and she relished adding the

astounding kingdom. 

Will win: Game ofThmnes. Last 
year, it (bloodlessly?) wrested the 
top drama award from Emmy 
voters typically reluctant to re¬ 
ward fantasy shows. Expect it to 
conquer again. 

Comedy series 
Should win: black-:sh Old-school 
sitcom excellence meets nevv- 
school awareness. Cm punch¬ 


lines mesh effectively with troub¬ 
ling social issues?

Will win: Veep. The viciously 
funny series was crowned in 
the category last year and. in 
a rollicking real-world election 
season that barely exceeds the 
show’s satire, voter’s will give it 
a second term.

Will win: Euzzed-about stir Rami 
Malekof Mr. Robot could benefit 
from the expanded voting. But 
our ballot is marked for Kevin 
Spacey of House of Cards — the 
fourth Emmy bid s the charm for 
this Oscar winner's supremely 
villainous politico.

Should win: Viola Davis. How 


to Get Away with Murder. She 
lets it dp every which way as a 
brilliant, sexy, flawed law profes¬ 
sor.

She made his¬ 
tory last year as the first African- 
American winner in the category 
and voters will reinforce it. 

Supporting actor, 
drama series 

Should win: Kit Harington, 
Game of Thrones. His valiant 
Jon Snow has been a consistent 
standout in a sprawling cast, 
but he escaped Emmy notice 
until Snow died and then rose 
to fight again. That deserves a 
trophy, at leasL 

Will win: Harington. Voters will 
bow down before the King in 
the North. 

Supporting actress, drama 

Should win: Lena Headey. Her 
wrenching portrayal of Cersei 
Bannister stumbling through 
her debasing "walk of shame" 
in season five inexplicably failed 
to bring her a trophy, so it's past 
time for voters.

Twitter hopes for sport boost 



Twitter has yet to turn a profit i n its 10-year history but is 
banking on live sports streaming to helping it stimulate inter¬ 
est in its short-messaging service, ahphuiu-'kichaku dnluv. file 


A new Twitter app is coming to 
Xbox One, Apple TV and Ama¬ 
zon Fire TV, where viewers will 
be able to watch National Foot¬ 
ball League games on Thursday 
nights. 

The short-messaging service 
secured the rights to stream 10 
Thursday night games this year 
as it attempts to broaden its ap¬ 
peal. It's hoping that live video 
of sports and other events will 
help stimulate more interest in 
its service. 

It's a crucial time for the 
faltering company that is try¬ 
ing to improve stagnating user 
growth, not to mention boost 
its appeal to advertiser’s. 

The apps, which are free, mil 
have all the live-streaming video 
available on Twitter. An esti¬ 
mated 13 million viewers tune 
in to Thursday night games on 
TV. TWitter wants those viewers, 
combined with its own users, 
to tweet during the game while 
watching its stream. 

Besides the football games, 
this includes content from the 
NBA and Bloomberg News. It 
will also have other Twitter 
content, such as top tweets and 
Periscopes Ivideo from Twitter's 
live-streaming app]. 

In July, Twitter announced 
live-streaming partnerships 
with Ma jor League Baseball and 
the National Hockey League 
to show out-of-market games. 


These are games that are not 
shown on local TV channels. 

As part of the deal, the once- 
a-week live streams of the 
games are available to logged-in 
and logged-out Twitter users in 
the United Slates, Twitter said. 

The deal also made MLB 
games available worldwide, 
except in some international 
territories. 

Twitter is not the only tech 
company competing w r ith 
broadcasters for streaming 
rights. 

Last year. Valioo Inc. won the 
rights to broadcast for the first 
time a regular season NFL game 
across all derices — including 
phones, computer’s and tablets. 
It showed the game between the 
Buffalo Bills and Jacksonville 


Jaguars played in London. Such 
broadcasts, which make games 
available to people without pay- 
IV accounts, can also serve to 
expand the international audi¬ 
ence of the sports events. 

Twitter Inc. has never made 
a profit, and in the most recent 
quarter posted a 20 per cent rev¬ 
enue increase, compared with 
59 per cent growth at Eacebook. 

While Twitter's NR Thursday 
Night football "iweetcast' wiil 
be available in many countries 
across the globe, Canada is not 
included in the new endeavour. 

Rogers' 5 ports net, w r hich 
owns the exclusive Canadian 
rights to Thursday games, has 
ensured that the'Iweetcast will 
be blacked out here.

You will feel the energy as soon 
as you get off the plane at De¬ 
troit Metropolitan Airport's 
McNamara Terminal and make 
your way through an under¬ 
ground tunnel exploding with 
a colour-changing light and 
sound show. 

Something remarkable is 
happening here. 

The story here is no long¬ 
er automobile industry col¬ 
lapse, decline, decay and blight. 
It’s about a glorious city that 
birthed the Model T and Mo¬ 
town, that’s coming back bel¬ 
ter, stronger, artier. 

There's Midtown with the 
"eds, meds and arts." That's 
short for universities, medical 
centres and Sugar Hill Arts 
District anchored by the De¬ 
troit institute of Arts and the 
Museum of Contemporary Art 
Detroit. 

Downtown fills rip with pas¬ 
sionate sports fans when the 
Detroit Tigers are playing Co- 
merica Park or the Lions are 
at Ford Field.. 

I'll be taking the kids on the 
Detroit People Mover, with art 
in all 13 stations. It’s just 75 
cents and you can stay on the 
single-track train loop as long 
as you want. 

Corktown is fully hipster 
and home to the Detroit Insti¬ 
tute of Bagels, Batch Brewing 
{the city's first nano breweiy). 
music destinations, such as the 
UFO Factory and Hostel Detroit, 
with its free walking tours. 

This city is moving beyond 
cars. 

Downtown, in what was 
once the garment district, you 
can’t miss the trifecta of the 
Library Street Collective, the 
Kelt and the Z garage. 

Library Street is a cutting- 
edge modern/contemporary 
fine-art gallery. With Dan Gil¬ 
bert-owned Bedrock Real Es¬ 
tate Sendees, it activated the 
public alley out its back door 
into an art experience fill] of 
murals and art installations 
called the Belt. 

Surrounding most of the Bek 


is the L. a 10-storey "park in 
the art" garage with a 3D-style 
facade and interior murals by 
27 artists. 

To see the city on two 
wheels, go to Wheelhouse De¬ 
troit on the waterfront for a 
guided tour or bike rental. Pick 
an iconic black Detroit Kike. 

The food in Detroit is amaz¬ 
ing too. There’s a reason why 
Food Network Magazine put 
HopCat's beer-battered Crack 
Fries sprinkled with cracked 


black pepper and sided by 
warm cheese dipping sauce 
on its Top 10 list. Resistance 
is futile. 

Not far from HopCat at the 
rustic chic Selden Standard, 
executive chef/partner Andy 
Hollyday's New American 
shared plates and craft cock¬ 
tails are works of art. 

Ail of some form infuses vir¬ 
tually every Detroit moment. 
It's all over Eastern Market, 
“a playground for grown-ups'’ 


with multiple markets, food, 
vintage clothing and boutiques. 

"I always had this feeling 
of Detroit having a ghost of a 
prosperous past, and when I 
got here it was still lingering," 
admits Ian Kuali'i. a Hawaii- 
raised artist in residence from 
Berkeley, Calif. "Now l H m ex¬ 
tremely hopeful for Detroit. As 
a complete outsider coming in, 
it's pretty incredible.” 

At the Russell Industrial Cen¬ 
ter, people such as street fash¬

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Parole for sex offender James

Former hockey 
coach assaulted 
a number of 
his players 

A decision to gr^nt convicted 
sex offender Grahiim James full 
parole sparked outrage Thurs¬ 
day from some of the players 
he abused when he was a junior 
hockey coach. 

James. 64, is serving a federal 
sentence for sexually assaulting 
players with the Swift Current 


Broncos of the Western Hockey 
League in the late 19S0s and 
early '90s. 

The Parole Board of Canada's 
decision followed a hearing in 
Quebec, where James has lived 
for several years. 

The move to grant James full 
parole was swiftly denounced 
by some of his victims. 

Victims’ rights advocate Shel¬ 
don Kennedy, a former NHLer 
who was abused by James in 
his junior days, tweeted: “My 
thoughts rune with his victims 
that struggle every day ._ and 
all victims* 

In an interview with Calgary 


radio station 
CHQR, Ken¬ 
nedy said he 
believes James 
is likely to re¬ 
offend and that 
he won't stay 
away from 
minors.

Ex-NHL star Theoren Plenty,

“With this judgment we are 
now. its always, to continue to 
focus on the path of healing and 
Forgiveness.' Fleuiy said, “Ifyou 
are looking for closure from the 
justice system, this in many cases 
will never happen.” 

James, who works in tech¬ 
nology sales in Montreal, was 
granted day piirole in January and 
was living in a halfway house and 
part-time in an apartment, With 
full parole, he will now serve the 
remainder of his sentence in the 
community. 

James is prohibited from be¬ 
ing employed or volunteering if 


it puts him in a position of trust 
with minors. 

The other conditions of his 
fill] parole rue: 

* Not being in the presence 
of minors without an adult ap¬ 
proved by a parole officer. 

* Mot communicating with his 
victims or their families. 

* And having to report any 
relationship he begins with a 
male to his parole officer. 

The conditions will remain in 
place until his sentence expires 
in 2019. 

Parole board members said 
Thursday that James has shown 
“observable and measurable” 


progress over the past months, 
presents a low risk to reoffend 
and is ready to move to the next 
phase of his rehabilitation 

Tleury. Kennedy and Henry's 
cousin, Todd Holt, are among 
the six former players James 
has been convicted of sexually 
assaulting hundreds of times. 

On Thursday, James said there 
were likely about 20 victims, 
but that most were "onetime 
touching* and that anyone he'd 
spent a lot of time with had come 
forward.
